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BYU women’s center 
under further review

The proposal for a BYU women’s resource center was 
presented to the President’s Council last week and now 
awaits further review by men and women selected by the 
council. 

BYU spokeswoman Margaret 
Smoot said the President’s Council 
had a favorable reaction to the pro- 
posal after Maren Mouritsen, dean 
of Student Life, presented it to the 
council last week. 

“Within six to eight weeks the 
President’s Council will get the re- 
view of the draft back,” Smoot said. 
“Tf the proposal is approved, the ul- 
timate decision of how, when and 
where will be made by the Presi- 
dent’s Council.” 

Smoot said it is not known if the proposal would have to 
be approved by the Board of Trustees, but the President’s 
Council is presuming that it will. 

“Everyone hopes the proposal will be ready for the 
board meeting in August, but I’m not optimistic,” Smoot 
said. “There are a lot of things on the agenda for that 
meeting, and all of them are of equally high priority. 

“To say (a resource center will be set up) by early fall 
would be optimistic.” 

The President’s Council includes President Rex Lee,

Smoot said the Student Life proposal is a result of a 
President’s Council request to look at what resources it 
could provide to a women’s center. Student Life, including 
the Counseling and Development Center, outlines in the 
proposal what financial and person- 
nel resources it would be able to 
provide. 

Between six and 10 people were 
solicited to review the proposal. 

Smoot said the name of the re- 
source center is still up in the air. 
David Sorenson, director of the 
Counseling and Development Cen- 
ter, said last week that the Student 
Life proposal used the phrase 
“Women’s Resource Center,” but he 
didn’t know if the moniker would 
stick. ; 

“What the name will be is almost as crucial as thé 
proposal itself,” Smoot said. 

Sorenson said the proposal allows for men to use the 
center as well as women. Some say “Women’s Resource 
Center” is therefore inappropriate. 

Smoot said three areas need to be addressed for a center 
to become a reality. First, the needs of women must be 
assessed. Second, existing resources need to be studied. 
“Then, ultimately, we can ask, ‘what do we call it?”

— The African National Congress

The ANC has hardened ‘its line 
since 42 blacks in Boipatong were 
killed by attackers last Wednesday. 
The resulting breakdown in talks has 
created the most serious political cri- 
sis since the ANC was legalized and 
power-sharing negotiations began in 
1990. 

The ANC blames the government 
for the massacre and has long ac- 
cused security forces of having a 
hand in township violence. The gov- 
ernment attributes the violence to a 
war between the ANC and the 
Inkatha Freedom Party, the ANC’s 
main black rival. 

Police rounded up scores of blacks 
Tuesday suspected of involvement in 
the massacre. 

At a news conference Tuesday, 
ANC Secretary General Cyril 
Ramaphosa said his group was 
pulling out of all talks with the gov- 
ernment and said President F.W. de

Gotti gets life; supporters storm court 


NEW YORK — A smirking John Gotti was sentenced Tuesday to life in 
prison for his bloody reign as America’s most powerful mobster while 1,000 
supporters stormed the courthouse and battled police. 

Gotti, dressed impeccably in a charcoal a with a bright yellow tie and 
matching pocket square, shook his head “no” when the judge asked if he 
wanted to speak. 

Then he and Frank “Frankie Locs” Locascio listened as U.S. District Judge 
I. Leo Glasser said, “The guidelines in your case require me to commit you to 
the custody of the attorney general for the duration of your life.” 

Locascio told the judge he was guilty only “of being a good friend of John 
Gotti, and if there were more men like John Gotti on this Earth, we would have 
a better country.” 

But U.S. Attorney Andrew J. Maloney said putting Gotti behind bars for 
life was “one more step in destroying the stranglehold that the mob has in 
certain parts of this city.”

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More classes needed 
for Spring, Summer 


With the unofficial preliminary enrollment 
of 9,123 students this Summer Term, BYU 
has featured the highest student enrollment 
ever for Spring and Summer. 

The administration is sure to be happy with 
that. 

However, there is a way that could possi- 
bly increase student enrollment without 
sending letters home to parents encouraging 
graduation in four years, and perhaps even 
without requiring students to take at least 
one-half credit to keep on-campus jobs. 

This proposal would be to offer more 
classes that more students could take. There 
seems to be two frustrations with scheduling 
in the Spring/Summer terms. First, classes 
in the same major are taught at the same 
hour. Second, there are few class possibilities 
for the sophomore or junior student to take. 

It seems that the majority of classes of- 
fered in the Spring/Summer are 100 level 
courses or 400 level courses. They tend to be 
general education classes or senior seminar 
type classes. This scheduling limits the en- 
rollment of sophomores and juniors. 

_ For example, according to this year’s 
Spring/Summer schedule, there is only one 
100 level economics class taught Summer 
Term and the other six economics classes are 
senior paper, thesis or master’s project 
classes. 

Another example is business management 
classes. There are 14 classes offered this 
term. Nine of those 14 are taught at the same 
two hours, seven are 400 level or above 
classes, there are three 300 level classes and 
there are no 200 level classes taught. 

Also, there are six political science classes 
taught this term. Only one course is a 300 
level course or a class that students could 
take after they were accepted into the major 
of political science or international relations. 

Humanities, electrical engineering and an-

thropologyarevthree other majors that offer 
zero or one class that students could take 
after being accepted into the major. 

Even general education classes that tend 
to have a high demand like American Her- 
itage, physical science and biology, have only 
one section of each taught Summer Term, 
and physical science and American Heritage 
are taught the same hour. Not to mention 
how difficult it is to add a physical education 
class over the phone or by an add-drop card. 

According to the scheduling office, there 
haven’t been any more classes offered this 
Spring/Summer then in past years. And they 
are becoming “more conscious of the need to 
help students graduate.” They hope in the 
future they will be able to better meet the 
needs in a particular major. 

Students should realize that just because a 
class isn’t offered in the class schedule bul- 
letin doesn’t mean there isn’t a class avail- 
able. By only looking at the scheduling book, 
students could think there were few options 
available if the class they needed wasn’t of- 
fered. However, students should be aware 
that they can go to their department office 
and ask for an extra section of a class. Many 
times, as was the case with the communica- 
tions department this term, they will add 
another section. 

Perhaps the demand and availability of 
classes won’t grow until the supply of stu- 
dents grows. Whatever the case, it would be 
profitable for more students if BYU offered 
more major classes for sophomores and ju- 
niors.

Foreign barriers 


To the Editor: 
I read with interest The Universe’s report 
n “International students” difficulties in 
getting accepted to BYU. 

I am an ESL (English as a Second Lan- 
guage) teacher and in many ways I came to 
sympathize with these students. They are 
discriminated on the basis of national origin 
and I will explain how. 

“International” students who come to 
BYU to acquire first the language skills nec- 
essary to pass the TOEFL test are charged 
not full tuition as Ms. Schempp said, but a 
tuition that is 82 percent higher than regular 
BYU tuition. 

While attending the English Language 
Center these students are not allowed to 
work on or off campus and they are not enti- 
tled to any sort of financial help from the 
institution. 

If they get accepted at BYU they cannot 
work during their first semester nor apply 
even for a student loan. 

In summary, an International student that 
comes to BYU without the TOEFL is ex- 
pected to spend around $15,000 by the end of 
his first regular semester at BYU without 
being allowed to work and without even a 
student loan from BYU. 

How many of you, parents or students, 
would be able to support your children or 
yourselves at BYU? 

Mr. Lyon, European Studies Chair, also 
mentioned the difficulty these students have 
in passing the TOEFL exam, which is the 
exam of English for foreigners. Most univer- 
sities in the United States require 500 or less 
on the TOEFL for undergraduate studies, 
but BYU is the only university that I know of 
that requires 50 on each section of the 
TOEFL. 

I’ve had students with scores of 520 that 
were not accepted to BYU because they got a 
49 in one of the sections. I’m sorry but that is 
not only unfair but extremely cruel in my 
opinion. 

The students are forced back to te ELC, 
to pay tuition, room and board for one more 
semester and wait for another shot at the 
TOEFL even though he has already got the 
500 required by the university.

car over,” she said. “I told him to stop and 
leave me alone.” 

But trapped by fear, and the situation, she 
said she was raped despite her cries of “no 
stop.” 

“When someone you know rapes you,” she 
said, “it is extremely difficult to feel any- 
thing other than shock. I didn’t want to be- 
lieve that I had been violated, especially by 
someone I knew. I felt completely numb 
about the whole situation and about (my- 
self).” 

Do you believe her story? 

Unfortunately, all too often the first thing 
arape victim faces when she tells her story is 
disbelief or criticism. Even to friends, family 
and ecclesiastical leaders, her integrity is 
called into question. It’s no wonder women 
are often reluctant to report being raped and 
press charges. Experts guess that only one 
of every five to ten rapes are reported. 

The woman who brought her story to us 
said she was also afraid of telling anyone and 
that she wasn’t going to press charges be- 
cause it would be too difficult. 

“A girl really has a lot to lose if she decides 
to report a rape,” she said. “I was really 
scared to tell anyone that I had been raped. 
First of all, it is really hard to prove to a 
bunch of men that you were in fact raped and 
that you weren’t a consenting participant. 
Another thing is losing respect of others. I 
was scared to death of losing the only person 
I have ever loved, of shaming my parents 
and for my friends to think I was an awful 
person.” 

While the victim is being treated as the 
guilty party, the integrity of the perpetrator 


I wonder if those who created such a policy 
ever sponsored an international student or if 
he ever tried to pass the TORFL? I wouldn’t 
believe if they said they have. 

I’ve talked to the director of the ELC, Mr.

To the students of BY U little seems 
more important than their endless 
quest to find affordable housing with 
a sink that works. But local preserva- 
* tionists say the constant need for stu- 
ws dent housing in Utah County has 
clouded the judgment of both stu- 
dents and city officials. 

One historian calls it “development 
fever” and calls it an “epidemic” in 
Provo. 

Recently the historic Talmage 
home, south of the BYU campus, was 
spared only when apartment devel- 
oper Sherman L. Hislop gave the 
home to an artist from Scottsdale, 
Ariz. 

Next month the home will be 
moved brick by brick to Salem. The

The home, built in 1895, was owned 
by the family of James E. Talmage, an 
apostle of The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints and author of 
“Jesus the Christ.” 

Moving the home to Salem is proba- 
bly better than tearing it down, but 
Roger V. Roper, historic preserva- 
tion coordinator for the Utah Division 
of History, is still concerned. “But the 
house is part of Provo’s history, and 
the elected officials don’t seem to 
care,” he said. . 

Hislop said work will begin by fall 
on the 36-unit apartment complex 
he’s building where the house sits. 

The house sparked controversy be- 
tween preservationists, city planners 
and the developer. Roper said the sit- 
uation is apsymptom of lack of direc- 
tion on the part of Provo City officials. 

“Provo has one of the largest stores 
of historical buildings in the entire 
state,” he said. “Yet, unlike 50 other 
Utah communities, it doesn’t have 
anything akin to a historical preserva- 
tion commission.

University seems to be running 
unchecked gobbling up entire 
swaths of residential neighborhoods,” 
Roper said. 

Richard C. Secrist, Provo’s assis- 
tant director of community develop- 
ment, said creating a landmarks com- 
mission isn’t “a top priority,” 
although Mayor Joseph Jenkins has 
gone on record supporting one. 

Secrist said the idea that apart- 
ment developments are running ram- 
pant is an exaggeration. 

“The area south of the BYU cam- 
pus has been zoned for high-density 
housing for years — probably since 
right after World War II,” he said. 
“It’s simply a matter of the area’s 
proximity to the university. 

“Provo town square is a historic 
sight, but it has been set aside in ac- 
cordance with a national program. 
There is no local program that pre- 
serves property legally owned by a 
developer,” he said.

years, said now its primary message 


is “stay in school.” 

It goes out to the reservations for 
“motivational workshops to help plot 
a course that will lead to a college 
education,” Kelly said. 

It is putting together a comprehen- 
siveworkbook that *will'act a8 a'guide 
to Indian students from early:-high 
school to acceptance into college. 

It will also include information on 
various classes and_ standardized 
tests the American Indian students 
should take, what workshops and con- 
ferences are available and what col- 
leges offer scholarships and special 
programs specifically for American 
Indians. 

Rather than a traditional “list of 
things to do,” Kelly said the work- 
book will give students specific ac- 
tions to take every month. 

“That way,” he said, “the task of 
getting into college doesn’t seem so 
overwhelming.” 

Another program for students in 
the Indian Placement Program was 
initiated at BYU in January. 

Alonzo Nez, president of the Tribe 
of Many Feathers, said the program 
“mainly is an effort to familiarize 
those high school students ready to 
attend a school (like BYU) with the 
admission process, the financial ad- 
vantages and academic support avail- 
able on campus and convince them of 
how they can fit into BYU.” 

He said they have already started 
recruiting for next year and hope to 
involve perhaps 200 students in the 
program. 

To encourage those American Indi- 
ans who do come to BYU to stay en- 
rolled, the Multi-cultural Office spon- 
sors the Discovery Program. 

The program’s goal is to integrate

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Credit firm 
firing baffles 
Nu Skin

Nu Skin officials say they are as 
much in the dark as the rest of us in 
regards to the dismissal of an Ameri- 
can Express executive from his home 
company due to allegations he had 
used his position to sell Nu Skin prod- 
ucts. 

“We know almost nothing about it,” 
said Jason Chaffetz, a spokesman for 
Nu Skin. “We’ve been contacted by 
news agencies since the article ap- 
peared in the Wall Street Journal, but 
we haven’t been able to substantiate 
anything that was written.” 

The article, which appeared in 
Monday’s Wall Street Journal, states 
that Richard Smith, a senior vice 
president who supervised a technol- 
ogy research center in Phoenix, 
Ariz., anda Nu Skin product distribu- 
tor, had been dismissed because of his 
“outside activities.” The article fur- 
ther linked the dismissal of an IBM 
salesman assigned to work at the Ari- 
zona facility with Smith’s firing, alleg- 
ing that both dismissals arose from 
conflicts the management saw in the 
IBM salesman’s frequent purchases 
of cosmetics from Smith. 

While no allegations were made 
against Nu Skin, the article resur- 
rected old accusations of Nu Skin be- 
ing a “pyramid company.” 

“We have over 100,000 distribu- 
tors,” Chaffetz said, “and we do ev- 
erything we can to review their be- 
havior. But we haven’t even been able 
to contact Mr. Smith.” 

Neither, apparently, were the re- 
porters who prepared the article. 
Michael Miller and Peter Pae, two 
staff writers for the Wall Street Jour- 
nal, wrote in the article that Smith 
couldn’t be reached for comment. In 
fact, besides an American Express 
spokesman, few people were reached 
for comment — IBM wasn’t, and nei- 
ther was Nu Skin. 


Pennsylvania 
abortion law 
awaits ruling

HARRISBURG, Pa. — She’s 
cover-girl pretty, a star athlete at a 
suburban high school and deeply in 
love. She’s sitting in an abortion clinic 
and her turn is coming. 

At 17, Megan didn’t dare tell her 
parents about the pregnancy be- 
cause, she said, her father has beaten 
her. Under a Pennsylvania abortion- 
control law being reviewed by the 
U.S. Supreme Court, pregnant mi- 
nors wouldn’t have that option. 

Megan said she has been using 
birth control but was off the pill when 
she got pregnant by her 18-year-old 
boyfriend. Finding out filled her with 
terror, guilt and sadness. 

“l’ve always been a lucky person, 
you know. I guess I ran out of luck,” 
she said quietly. “It’s kind of sad, be- 
cause we’re in love and this was cre- 
ated out of love, but we’re not ready 
for it. It’s not good timing.” 

In addition to the consent of one 
parent for girls under age 18, the 
Pennsylvania law would require 
women: 

® to notify their husbands even if 
the husband were not the father; 

® to undergo counseling on abortion 
and on alternatives to abortion; 

® to wait 24 hours after their first 
visit to a clinic. 

The high court could rule as early as 
Wednesday. 
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
